“The people,’’ he 
says, “do not want the vodka 
stores to be, opened,” and his 
statement is certainly borne 
by the number of petitions for 
the permanent closing of the pub 
lic houses which have poured in 
to the ministry of finance ever 
since the war began. These pe
